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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument is not persuasive and does 
not place the application in condition of allowance. Applicant's argument that Havens does not teach that the sheet of thermoplastic film, 
which covers the sharp point of an object, is a head shrinking material is not persuasive. Havens does not need to teach a head shrinking 
material, since the head shrinking material is taught by Hill as modified by Estkowski. However, Hill as modified by Estkowski does not 
teach that the head shrinking material, which covers a round or circular object, is also capable of covering a sharp edge of the round or 
circular object. However, Havens teaches a sheet of thermoplastic material that is capable of covering a sharp edge of an object. 
Therefore, the technique of covering a sharp edge of an object with a sheet of plastic material or a sheet of thermoplastic materialt, as 
taught by Havens, can be applied to the heat shrinking material for covering a sharp edge of an object, since the heat shrinking material 
is similar to the plastic or thermoplastic material. In addition, Havens' thermoplastic film is also capable of being shrunk by heat and it 
can be considered as a head shrinking material. 
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
